And whereas the former of the said Acts was not enacted or made Law 
in Ireland, and it has been and may be reasonably doubted, whether the 
Provisions of the latter Act do extend to and affect that part of the 
United Kingdom, and it is meet and proper that equal Freedom of 
Religious Worship should be so secured ;

That it may be Enacted; atifi 6 b It C!;«arteb by The KING’s Most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temjxiral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assem- 
bled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT all and every of the Pro- Acuextended 
visions contained in each of the two before mentioned Acts of the 
Nineteenth and Fifty-third years of His Majesty, shall be henceforth 
deemed and taken to be of full force and effect in that part of the United 
Kingdom called Ireland, in like manner as if the same and every part of 
each of the said Acts had been hereby and in terms fully set forth and 
re-enacted. 
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
